Camping Informatio 


In plans just announced by the Council 
Camping Committee a new package of 
camping opportunities awaits Chicago 
Council Scouts and Explorers for the 
1961 summer camping season. Camp 
Kiwanis at Willow Springs and West, 
Beard, Stuart, Blackhawk, Wilderness, 
Bass Lake and Hiawatha Beach at Owa- 
sippe, Michigan, will be open for eight 
periods from July 1, 1961 to August 26. 
Any Unit or individual boy can camp at 
any of these camps for any number of 
days or weeks. Regular camp periods will 
open on Saturday afternoon and close 
the following Saturday morning. Units 
and individual campers may remain for 
as many periods or days as they desire. 


Camp Fees 

The Kiwanis fee provides for 20 meals 
starting with supper on the opening Sat- 
urday and ending with breakfast on the 
closing Saturday. The Owasippe fees (on 
plans in which meals are provided) in- 
clude 21 meals starting with supper on 
the opening Saturday and ending with 
lunch on the closing Saturday. (All camp 
fees include 7 cents per day for Camper 
Health and Accident Insurance.) 

Each camp and plan has a weekly and 
daily rate. If a Unit or camper attends 
for less than a full period, the daily rate 
applies. For any odd number of days over 
one or more full periods, the daily rate 
also applies. 


Reservation Priorities 

Until November 15, reservations will 
be accepted only from troops which pre- 
viously camped at one of the Chicago 
Council Long-Term summer camps in 
1960. From November 15 to February 1, 
reservations will be accepted from any 
Troop or Explorer Unit which desires to 
spend one week or more under its own 
leadership at one of the Council camps. 
After February 1 any remaining space 
may be reserved by any Unit, Patrol or 
individual boy for any type of long-term 
camping. A Scout whose Troop is unable 
to go to camp can register for a provi- 
sional Troop. However, assignment of 
Scouts to provisional Units will be made 
to specific camps where vacancies are 
available after February 1st, 1961.

How to Register 

Declaration of intent can be made by 
any unit anytime from now on but $20.00 
reservation fee must be paid by the unit 
at the time it makes its actual camp re- 
servation, An individual boy registering 
must pay a $5.00 reservation fee. These 
fees are transferable, but not refundable. 
They apply toward the total camp fee. 

Before February 1 a $10.00 per Scout 
partial payment must be made for each 
boy for whom the Unit desires space. The 
balance of each boy’s camp fee is due 


June Ist. Limited Space 


Units are urged to make reservations 
early and pay registration fees on sched- 
ule in order to avoid disappointment.

There are several ways to find out who 
in your neighborhood is eligible to become 
a Cub, Scout or Explorer.
